Spain's civil conflict has created a most dangerous situation for its 
neighboring nation, Portugal.

In the past Portugal has been 
befriended by Great Britain, but recently matters indicate that Presi­ 
dent General Antonio Carmona, dictator, has been “playing bail" 
with Germany and Italy, aiding their efforts to help Gen. Franco, 
and probably hoping that this gesture will avoid any immediate crisis.
